Be • BELAY IN PAYMENT OF SCHOLARSHIPS IN CHITTOOR 

DISTRICT 

Sri T. Balaknskna(Saiyavedit) — Mr Speaker, Sir I rise to draw the 
attention of the hon. Minister for Social Welfare regarding the 
abnormal delay m paying the amounts to the students studj mg out- 
si 1 the State Th^ic are tvo students. Sir one is Miss Me rey Jayamam 
and the other is K^yantsvn "K^aia. BoMi of them an studying m the 
Madms Slate Thev weic sanc!»oi<.d so 1 o\vrh*ps m March 1005 for 
the academic year 19G1-C5 Tnot o sght f o have hctn paid in 3Iareh 
itself But unfeiUviately, thr* pa\mt,nl was delayed ttll 27th July 
1965, according to a letter rccc-ved by me fiomthe parents of the stu- 
dents Thtse scholaihips are given to students who are very poor and 
who aic baekwa d, to meet the »r L stel expenses and also to pav school 
fees etc Because of th»s kind oi abnoi trial delav m disbursing the 
ampunt, much hardship h<*s been caused to the students as well as to 
the Pcjvnts Th refuie I request th t J hs kmd of d lay should lx 
avoided m such cases These are two cases that have come to my no- 
tice : there may be similar instances also One candidate from Ban- 
ga ore-he is also from Andhra-wrote to me a letter saying that his 
Scholarhip amount was not paid till to this date. That is the difficulty 
that the harijans and other backward community students are exgeti* 
encmg m getting this amount promptly* I, therefore»*equest that the 
Minister should see that the scholarhips amounts a be-paid promtly, in 
time and without delay. 

The Minister for Social Welfare (Smt. T. N. Sadalalshmi) -Sir, 
The Director, Social Welfare, fixed the elates for receipt of renewal and 
flesh applications as 5th August 1964 anel 15th October 1904 respj i- 
tively As the proposals received by 15th August 1064 were n.a u 
the prescribed form, the District Social Wellare Officer, Ch^uou 
returned them to the Heads of Institutions requesting them to sul mit 
renewals by 20th November 1964 Defective fresh applications \m »o 
returned m the month of December 1964 and January 1965 after scru- 
tiny About 40 par cent of the applications were found to be defec- 
tive, hence, they were returned to the Heads of Institutions for rectifi- 
cation of defects, which were received back m the month of January 
1965, The matter was placed before the Special Standing Comm tte 
meeting held on 10th February 1965 for s inetiom ng, and the Committ- 
ee empowered the Collector to sanction the scholarhips. The Zula 
Panshad Chairman ordered S it the sanction o! the scholarhips might 
be postponed till 17th March 1965 for tormulatng the principles (4t

sanction of fresh scholarshis. Fresh Scholarship applications were sanc- 
tioned by the Collectoi and the Standing Committee by 25th Marchl965 
and 23rd April 1965, The proceedings sanctioning the applications, 
i. r , correct and defective which weie later got rectified, were issued 
on 20Lh March 1965 and 23d April 1965 Fresh applications were not 
taken up earlier by the District Social Welfare Officer as the 
renewal proposals could not be completed Accordig to the 
instructions of the Director, fresh applications had to be taken 
up only when the renewals were sanctioned It will thus be seen 
that the delay m the sanction off scholarlups was mostly due to 
the receipt of defective applications which resulted in protracted cor- 
respondence and the sanctioning of scholarlups was kept in abeynace 
pending sncbion of the renwa^s. 

The details of the two candidaes referred to by the hon Member 
are as follows * The application of Mercy Jayamam, X Class, Mano- 
haran Girls' High School, Royapeth, Madras, was received on 11th 
January 1965 and it was sanctioned in Apul 1965. The sanction order 
was issued in April 1965 to the Head Mistress of the institution reques- 
ting her to send a bill to the District Social Welfare Officer, Chittoor, 
for payment, which was received on 14th May 1965- Sanctioned 
amount was arranged through bank draft on 26th July 1965. The 
acquittance of the candidate has not been received m this case. 
Apphation of D. John Edwin Kalyanasundaram, X Class, Gowdyal 
High School, Tiruvallue, was received on 20th Dcember 1964 and sanc- 
tioned m March 1962 Sanction oiders wer^ i sued m April 1965 to 
the need master of tha institution with a request to send the bill for 
payment. The Head Master has sent the bill to the District Social 
Welfare Officer m May 1965 who had made the payment through Bank 
Draft on 26th July 1965. Acquittance m this case was received from 
the Head Master on 3rd August 1965. 

In this connection, I would like to clarify that the District Social 
Officer, Chittoor was on leave from 4th June 1965 to 27th June 1965 
and the Planning Superintendent and the Reclamation Officer were 
placed m addditional charge, but they were not authorised to dra,w 
cheques. Thus, there was delay due to procedural defects.

The specific point which Sri Pillalamarri Venkateswarlu has raised 
and about which I am als^ anxious is as to what happened m the 
hostels In the hostels, it would appear from this newspaper, the 
police entered the hostels Tne Warden, it appears, lodged a com- 
plaint afe with the Inspector General of Police, I am anxious that 
the Chief Minister should tell the p>hce people that they should^not 
enter the hostels without the perm ssfon ot the Wardens. I rem?mber 
an incident long long ago 55 years agD when I was m the Hostel, 
when the police cams to the Victoria Hostel m Madras, the Warden 
said "This is my hostel, you cannot go in without my permission, if 
you want S3mebody give me the nanus and I shall see." Tne hostels 

axe like castles for the students If any m sehief was done on the 
road, it was upto the police to handle the mischief-makers, whether 
they are students or n t Taat is immitenal I am not defending 
the pelting of Stones or breaking up ol windows m Abid Ro a d which 
has nothing to do with the problem facing the students, but I am 
concerned with the conduct of the p slice m entering the hostels AU 
that is said here that there was the order under Action 144, Tne 
order under Section 144 must be to maintain law and order and not 
to prevent the students from entering mto the colleges. Tne colleges 
were open, the students wanted to enter the colleges and that was 
all that had happened When the college doors were closed they 
naturally Squatted m op an space m front of the Arts College or some- 
where Tuere was no occasion for the Police then either to chase 
them from the Arts College to the Science College or from hostel to 
hostel and also to enter the hostels, Tais wm't be considered as 

sclf-defe n ce either because it cannot be said that as the police were not 
able to manage the situation they had to result to lathi-charge. To 
enter the rooms m the hostel is m >st unpardonable I want to draw 
the Chief Minister's attention to this particular point and would ask 
him not to confuse this point with other happenings. Tne students 
have a go>od case m my opinion In som^ Universities there is no 
detention and this University could have also considered it. I do not 
know why when the other Universities are giving up this conservative 
system this University should not, but I do not want to go mto that.
